Edmonton leads 
the way in reported 
sex assaults: Study 


Ranking among six 
largest urban centres. 
Victim advocate credits 
high rate of 74.2 per 
100,000 to awareness

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Edmonton has nearly double 
the rate of sexual assaults 
compared to other major 
Canadian cities, according 
to a recent report, but a lo¬ 
cal victim advocate said the 
staggering numbers reflect 
awareness, not more crimes. 

The latest Vital Signs 
Edmonton 2014 report re¬ 
leased earlier this week by 
the Edmonton Community 
Foundation and the Edmon¬ 
ton Social Planning Council 
found last year the city had a 
sexual assault rate of 74.2 per 
100,000. 

Calgaiy’s rate for sexual 


assault was 49.6 per 100,000 
and Vancouver’s was 44.9 per 
100,000. 

While the report found 
Edmonton had the highest 
rate of sexual assaults out 
of six largest urban centres, 
Karen Smith, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Sexual Assault Cen¬ 
tre of Edmonton (SACE), said 
the numbers don’t neces¬ 
sarily indicate there’s more 
crime in the city. 

Instead, Smith said the 
numbers could reflect Ed¬ 
montonians having a greater 
awareness for the crime and 
being more likely to report it 
compared to other cities. 

“We have worked really 
hard in this community to 
educate people around con¬ 
sent and what sexual assault 
is,” said Smith. 

Campaigns, including the 
SACE’s “Don’t be that guy,” 
have helped to educate both 
men and women about what 
constitutes sexual assault, 
Smith added. 

“I think the number of 


sexual assaults would go 
up to correspond with the 
increase of population, but 
I think it’s actually a good 
news story that people are 
getting the message, espe¬ 
cially the victims of crime, 
that what happened was not 
OK and they’re coming for¬ 
ward to report the crime,” 
she added. 

A spokesperson for Ed¬ 
monton Police Services said 
the agency couldn’t offer 
insight into whether or not 
more education on sexual as¬ 
sault has impacted the city’s 
rate of occurrence. 

“There could be a num¬ 
ber of factors such as demo¬ 
graphics, more awareness, 
new or different tools that 
aid in successful investiga¬ 
tions, work done by social 
workers and (Sexual Assault 
Response Team) nurses,” said 
Patrycia Thenu. 

Over the last five years, 
the police have seen an in¬ 
crease in reports of historical 
sexual assaults, she added.

Iconic city visitor centre 
facing an uncertain future 


Lease ending. EEDC 
plans to stop staffing 
roadside info centre

In addition to digital visitor 
information, Davison said, 
EEDC intends to keep its 
downtown visitor centre, 
near the Shaw Conference 
Centre, open. 


The giant oil derrick that greets 
drivers coming into Edmonton 
will soon be a lot less welcom¬ 
ing as the visitor centre will 
close at the end of the year. 

The Edmonton Economic 
Development Corporation’s 
lease on the building ends on 
Dec. 31 and they don’t intend 
to renew. City administration 
will present council with a 
host of options for the building 
next week, including decom¬ 
missioning it. 

The building stands in the 
way of future highway ex¬ 
pansion and, even if council¬ 
lors decide to keep it open, a 
wrecking ball is 10 to 15 years 
away. 

The centre sees about 
45,000 visitors a year but Mag¬ 
gie Davison, vice-president of 
tourism with EEDC, said it just 


doesn’t make sense to con¬ 
tinue operating the building. 

“We’re actually looking to 
move some of those resources, 
both human and financial, 
into supporting visitor infor¬ 
mation in the digital space,” 
she said. 

Davison said becoming 
more digital is about making 
sure people can get tourism in¬ 
formation where they want it. 

“If someone tweets out 
when they’re on Jasper Avenue 
that they’re looking for a great 
restaurant, then we will be lis¬ 
tening,” she said. 

The centre costs the city 
about $115,000 a year to oper¬ 
ate and needs at least $30,000 
in repair work in the next few 
years. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he likes the refocus on digital 



services that EEDC is planning. 

“Why not have the resour¬ 
ces and tools to be able to get 
those people the information 
they want on demand?” he 


said. 

Knack said he’s not sure 
what the best future for the 
building could be, but he be¬ 
lieves any idea will be fairly 


limited because of the looming 
demolition. 

“You can’t really do any¬ 
thing long term, because the 
province wants it.”

Churchill Square could be a 
smoke-free zone soon, after 
city administration confirmed 
the city has the power to do it. 

Coun. Michael Walters 
raised the idea earlier this 
year and said he got strong 
support from the community 
for the idea.

City prepares for

Winter cyclists will get to ride 
on 106 Street again this winter 
as the city preps to go ahead 
with the winter bike lane 


maintenance pilot for another 
winter. 

In a report submitted to city 
committee for Wednesday, city 
officials found that with some 
extra dollars, the winter pilot 
bike project on the 106 Street 
route between Saskatchewan 
Drive and 29 Avenue could 
be better and smoother for a 
second year. 

“We got an unseasonable 
amount of snow in the early 
part of the winter last year, 
which was tricky, but the find¬ 
ings were that there is room for 
improvement on this. Working 


with our maintenance folks, 
we’d like to have this second 
year of a pilot to look at doing 
a higher level of service, which 
will cost a bit more money to 
provide,” said Tyler Golly, gen¬ 
eral supervisor for Sustainable 
Transportation with the city. 

Local cyclists say the value 
to properly maintain the bike 
route is minimal but an inte¬ 
gral step in getting a more de¬ 
veloped winter bike lane-clear¬ 
ing plan. 

“It was better this winter 
than it had been and you could 
tell efforts were being made.

reach out to the public for 
their thoughts. 

“Ultimately, this is their 
building,” he said. 

Reid said that in just 
four weeks on the job he 
has heard from a number of 
people about what they think 
the building could be used for 
in the future. 

“I have had so many 
people share their enthusi¬ 
asm around the future of that 
facility that I honestly believe 
we need to make this a com¬ 
munity decision.” 

Coun. Bryan Anderson 
said he’s glad Northlands is 
working on the issue, but he 
ultimately doesn’t see a fu¬ 
ture for two full-size arenas 
in Edmonton. 

“I still think whatever they 
come to is going to downsize 
Rexall.” 


$1M spent on ‘Sky Palace’?

Edmontonians can don their 
hats and whips and go on 
crusades of their own with a 
new exhibit opening at the 
Telus World of Science. 

Indiana Jones and the Ad¬ 
venture of Archaeology opens 
this weekend at the centre, 


featuring props from the clas¬ 
sic films as well as real arti¬ 
facts documenting centuries 
of world histoiy. 

Fredrilc Hiebert, an archae¬ 
ology fellow with the Nation¬ 
al Geographic Society, helped 
to create the exhibit and said 
it’s a perfect blend of movie 
fantasy and real-world facts. 

“All the props are actually 
the ones used in the movies, 
so for me they’re artifacts, 
too,” he said. 

Hiebert said that when the 
movies were first released 
many of his archaeology stu¬ 
dents told him Indiana’s fic¬ 
tional exploits had brought 
them to the field. 

He said he hopes the ex¬ 
hibit will have a similar im¬ 
pact with kids today. 


“We want them to come in 
here and say real archaeology 
is really cool,” he said. 

Hiebert said the real 
artifacts in the exhibit are 
some of the most interesting 
items available, including a 
6,000-year-old map. 

“For us to have the world 
oldest regional map, that’s 
what I call unbelievable 
value,” he said. 

Sophie Desbiens of X3 pro¬ 
ductions, who mounted the 
exhibit, said George Lucas 
has kept all of the props and 
items from his movies. The 
Ark of the Covenant, which 
appears in the exhibit, is 
treated like the real thing at 
Lucasfilm. 

“Even if it’s just a prop, no 
one dares open it,” she said.

Late-night pedestrians hoping 
for a car-free Whyte Avenue 
will have to wait a little long¬ 
er for the proposed pilot pro¬ 
ject to hit the local entertain¬ 
ment hub, say city officials.

“We’ve asked citizens 
what are the best streets 
to close, where should taxi 
stands be and we’ll look at 
all of that information we’ve 
gotten from all of the various 
public consultations and see 
what the public is suggesting 
and what will work,” said 
Turner.

In 2012-2013, EPSB had 77.3 
per cent of students complete 
high school in five years versus 
the provincial average of 81.7. 

Despite the shortfall, EPSB 
chair Sarah Hoffman said the 
district is focused on student 
success. 

“The provincial average is, I 
think, a number that gets used 
because it’s a provincial test... 
but our goal is to make sure we 
continue to see progress,” she 
said. 

“Until we have 100 per cent 
of our kids being successful, we 
have work to do,” added EPSB 
superintendent Darrel Robert¬ 
son. 

EPSB students outpaced the 
rest of the province in science 
diploma exam scores, with 
32.3 achieving a standard of 
excellence, while 87 per cent 
achieved acceptable standard. 

Edmonton’s Catholic dis¬ 


trict saw students outpace the 
provincial average, especially in 
their French Immersion Provin¬ 
cial Achievement Tests. 

“We identified areas for 


growth after last year’s results 
for Grade 6 French immersion,” 
said superintendent Joan Carr.

A Mountie who watched two 
female inmates have sex in 
a jail cell in Kamloops, B.C., 
has been found not guilty of 
breach of trust by a public 
officer, but it will likely be 
months before he learns if 
he can return to work. 

Cpl. Rick Brown was the 
watch commander on duty 
in August 2010 when he and 
other RCMP officers and at 
least one jail guard viewed 
the women’s sex acts on a 
closed-circuit monitor. 

The Crown argued at 
trial that Brown should have 
intervened, but seemed to 
consider the entire situation 
entertaining and invited 
others to watch. 

Brown’s lawyer told the 
trial there were no guide¬ 
lines in place at the time 
governing what should be 
done in such situations. 

B.C. Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tice Selwyn Romilly ruled 
Thursday that Brown was 
not out of line in watching 
the women have sex and 
prisoners should not expect 
privacy while behind bars. 

Romilly called the case 
“one of the most bizarre” 


he’d seen as a judge and was 
skeptical about whether it 
should have proceeded even 
before the trial began last 
month. 

Outside court, defence 
lawyer Glen Orris said he ex¬ 
pected the not-guilty verdict. 

“Ever since I’ve had this 
file, I’ve strongly believed 
there wasn’t an offence 
here,” Orris said. “This mat¬ 
ter should not have been 
dealt with criminally.” 

Orris said Brown plans 
to go back to work with the 
RCMP, having spent more 
than four years on paid ad¬ 
ministrative leave pending 
the outcome of his trial. 

“He’s an extremely good 
police officer,” said Orris. 
“I like to think this hasn’t 
done anything to his career. 
We’ll have to wait and see 
what the RCMP does. I hope 
what they do is welcome 
him back to work.” 

Brown said he’s still di¬ 
gesting the decision. 

“I’ll probably just take 
the weekend to unwind,” he 
said. “It’s been a long time 
— four years.”

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Legalize it, says 
GAMH. Feds say, 
not in the plans 


Pot debate. Liberals, 
NDP applaud position 
from Canada's largest 
mental health research 
centre; feds say they'll 
‘increase enforcement' 


The Harper government’s re¬ 
solve to enforce laws against 
marijuana is unshaken by 
a call to legalize pot from 
the country’s largest mental 
health and addiction treat¬ 
ment centre. 

Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay said Thursday the 
Conservative government 
has no intention of heeding 
the call of the Centre for Ad¬ 
diction and Mental Health. 

Indeed, the government 
remains committed to going 
in the opposite direction, said 
MacKay: finding ways to ac¬ 


tually increase enforcement 
of marijuana laws, including 
potentially making it a ticket¬ 
ing offence to possess small 
quantities of dope. 

But Liberal Leader Justin 
Trudeau, who has been cham¬ 
pioning legalization for more 
than a year, said CAMH’s en¬ 
dorsement of the idea shows 
he’s on the right track while 
the Tories are ideologically 
bound to a war on drugs that 
has proven a total failure. 

NDP health critic Libby 
Davies, whose party sup¬ 
ports decriminalization of 
marijuana, said the Conserva¬ 
tives are becoming increas¬ 
ingly isolated on the issue as 
more and more public health 
groups refuse to back their 
tough-on-pot message. 

In a policy statement re¬ 
leased Thursday, CAMH said 
cannabis should be legalized 
and strictly regulated, sold 
through a government-con¬ 


trolled monopoly with lim¬ 
ited availability and an age 
limit. The centre concluded 
that the current legal prohibi¬ 
tion on pot has failed to pre¬ 
vent use or reduce the harm 
it can cause. 

That pretty much echoes 
the arguments that have been 
made by Trudeau, who has 
been pilloried by Conserva¬ 
tives for allegedly wanting to 
make pot more easily avail¬ 
able to children. 

“Yes, it’s nice to see a 
world-class organization like 
CAMH come out and agree 
with (us) and demonstrate 
that we’re on the right track,” 
Trudeau said in an interview. 

By contrast, he said 
CAMH’s position shows 
the Harper government is 
“trapped in policies based on 
ideology rather than policies 
based on evidence and that is 
harmful to Canadians and to 
Canada.” the Canadian press

Harassment in Winnipeg 
creeps out Inuk singer 


A prize-winning throat 
singer says she was sexually 
harassed and called “a sexy 
little Indian” while in the 
Manitoba capital recently. 

Tanya Tagaq was in the 
city performing with the 
Royal Winnipeg Ballet in 
Going Home Star — Truth 
and Reconciliation, a produc¬ 
tion about the legacy of In¬ 
dian residential schools. 

Tagaq said on her Twitter 
account that she was walk¬ 
ing to lunch when a man 
started following. 

“I was in Winnipeg for 
the ballet, walking to lunch, 
when a man started follow¬ 
ing me calling me a ’sexy 
little Indian,’” Tagaq said on 
her Twitter account, add¬ 
ing that he crudely propos¬ 
itioned her. “It’s disgusting. 
I’m sick of it.” 

Using the hashtag MMIW 
for missing and murdered in¬ 
digenous women, Tagaq said 
the harassment was “creepy 
and scary.” 

“It happens when we are 
alone,” she wrote. “In the day 
or night.” 

Tagaq’s record label, Six 
Shooter Records, said the 
Inuk singer wasn’t available 
to comment Thursday. 

The encounter resonates 
in Winnipeg where many are 



still upset and angry over the 
killing of 15-year-old Tina 
Fontaine, whose body was 
pulled from the Red River 
in August. Her death, which 
has been ruled a homicide, 
sparked renewed calls for a 
national inquiry into almost 
1,200 missing and murdered 
aboriginal women. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has dismissed the 
calls and has said Fontaine’s 
death was a crime and not a 
sociological phenomenon. 

Tagaq has talked openly 
about the fear among ab¬ 
original women and that 


her daughters are four 
times more likely to be mur¬ 
dered than a non-aboriginal 
woman. 

The Inuk singer recently 
won the Polaris Music Prize 
after a performance that fea¬ 
tured the names of some of 
Canada’s 1,200 missing and 
murdered aboriginal women. 
The award is given annually 
to the best full-length Can¬ 
adian album based on artis¬ 
tic merit. 

She later lamented her 
statement was overshadowed 
by her speech in which she 
took aim at animal welfare 
group PETA for opposing the 
Inuit seal hunt. 

“I had a scrolling screen of 
1,200 missing and murdered 
indigenous women at the Po¬ 
laris gala, but people are los¬ 
ing their minds over seals,” 
she tweeted last month fol¬ 
lowing the award ceremony. 

Her most recent tweets 
about being harassed in Win¬ 
nipeg have prompted an out¬ 
pouring of anger, sympathy 
and support. 

“Good for you for posting 
about this — people need 
to wake and treat these in¬ 
cidents seriously,” tweeted 
Julie Lamoureux. “I’m sorry 
this happened to you.”

Magnotta trial. Autopsy 
was difficult to perform, 
says forensic pathologist 

The juiy in Luka Rocco Magnotta’s first-degree murder trial has 
begun hearing the testimony of the forensic pathologist who 
performed the autopsy on the remains of Chinese student 
Jun Lin. 

Yann Daze says the task was difficult given the body was 
dismembered and the autopsy had to be conducted over 
five non-consecutive days. 

Daze testified that police initially found most of the 
body in advanced decomposition in the trash behind 
Magnotta’s Montreal apartment building but that the 
head, feet and hands were missing. 

The pathologist also examined tools found in the 
trash believed to have been used in the slaying, in¬ 
cluding a knife, a screwdriver, a hammer, a small 
electric saw and scissors. 

The 32-year-old Magnotta has pleaded not guilty 
to five charges in Lin’s slaying in late May 2012, as 
well as publishing a so-called murder video online. 

Daze says he didn’t view the video because he 
knew it was connected to the case and he didn’t 
want to taint his own findings. 

He testified Thursday he didn’t have any inter¬ 
est in watching the video in any case. 

“Frankly, I see enough disgusting things in 
my line of work, I didn’t need to see any more,” 
he told the juiy. 

Daze explained that conducting an autopsy 
over five separate days was difficult because 
pathologists usually do them over consecutive 
days and know what they are looking for from 
the start. 

When he began the task on June 1, 2012, 
Daze said he had the majority of the body. Po¬ 
lice had found a torso, cut at the neck, shoul¬ 
ders and thighs in a suitcase, as well as arms 
and legs in the trash. 

Daze said the torso was facing upward and 
was covered in maggots. 

He said he also found a piece of paper 
underneath the torso but fluids coming from 
the sectioned body part made the note illegi¬ 
ble. 

The juiy has heard previously that Lin’s 
hands and feet would turn up in Ottawa 
and Vancouver while the head was re¬ 
covered a month later at a Montreal park.

The federal government’s 
handling of employment insur¬

Minister Joe Oliver’s recent de¬ 
cision to freeze El premiums at 
a rate higher than needed for

Because of the increase in 
part-time jobs that don’t qualify 
for El and an increase the num¬ 
ber of long-term unemployed, 
only 38 per cent of unemployed 
workers are receiving El pay¬ 


ments, the report notes. 

The study also takes aim 
at Oliver’s recent decision to 
reduce El premiums for small 
businesses, which will cost Ot¬ 
tawa $550 million over two 
years. 

The PBO estimates this 
move will add only 800 net new 
jobs in the economy between 
now and 2016, which means 
the jobs are being created at 
an average cost of $550,000 
per person-year. This is a sharp 
contrast to Oliver’s prediction 
of the impact of the El cuts 
for small business. He cited a 
report saying the move would 
produce thousands of new jobs 
during the next few years. 

The PBO said the impact on 
job creation or job losses of cur¬ 
rent federal El policies will even 
out over the long term because 
of the government’s commit¬ 
ment to adjust El premium 
rates after 2016 so that the El 
fund will operate on a break¬ 
even basis.

CF-18s, surveillance planes off to Kuwait in ISIS fight 


Canadian fighter jets and sur¬ 
veillance planes headed for bat¬ 
tle with Middle East militants 
have a place to land in Kuwait, 
but it is still unclear to whom 
they will report on a day-to-day 
basis as the coalition air cam¬ 
paign unfolds. 

In 2011, when Canadian 
planes took part in airstrilces 
in Libya, they were part of a 
NATO-led, UN-sanctioned com¬ 
mand structure. That’s not the 
case, however, in the campaign 
against the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant. 

As a result, the question of 
ironing out the chain of com¬ 


mand has been changing daily 
ever since Parliament gave the 
green light for the combat mis¬ 
sion earlier this week, several 
defence sources said Thursday. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, Canada’s 
chief of the defence staff, will 
attend a high-level meeting 
next week among coalition 
militaiy commanders, The Can¬ 
adian Press has learned. 

The two-day Washington 
conference, hosted by U.S. 
Joint Chief of Staff Gen. Mar¬ 
tin Dempsey, is expected to 
hash out details of a follow-on 
ground campaign to dig Islamic 
State fighters out of the terri¬ 


tory they’ve captured in north¬ 
ern Iraq. 

Ultimate accountability for 
Canada’s CF-18s always rests 
with Lawson and the Canadian 
government, but which U.S. 
unit and commander will de¬ 
cide what missions they fly is 
still in flux. 

It took the government a 
few days to finalize a status of 
forces agreement with Kuwait. 
It will likely be about three 
weeks before Canada’s assets — 
six CF-18s, two CP-140 Auroras 
and a C-150 refuelling aircraft 
— are in place. 

New Democrat foreign af¬ 


fairs critic Paul Dewar says the 
delay makes a mockeiy of the 
government’s reasons for shut¬ 
ting down debate earlier this 
week on the motion that saw 
Canada join the U.S.-led coali¬ 
tion in Iraq. This sort of polit¬ 
ical flame-throwing has made 
the militaiy waiy of getting out 
in front of the government in 
terms of planning for an over¬ 
seas base. 

“Things within Canada were 
absolutely being prepared; 
planes, maintenance; those 
kinds of things,” said retired 
colonel George Petrolelcas.

Troops trading heavy fire be¬ 
tween Pakistan and Indian- 
controlled Kashmir have 
plunged civilians on both sides 
into grief with 18 villagers 
killed and dozens wounded 
this week, prompting many 
to question how two nations 
committed to a 2003 ceasefire 
could be targeting civilians 
while trading blame about 
who started shooting first. 

Iram Shazadi was mak¬ 
ing breakfast for her family 
Monday when bullets started 
whizzing through her dusty 
Pakistani village of Dhamala 
Hakimwala — about half a 
kilometre from the border 
with the Indian-administered 
portion of the disputed Hima¬ 
layan region. 

A mortar shell fired by In¬ 
dian border forces slammed 
into her home and killed her 
mother-in-law and two sons, 
aged five and eight. 

“I lost my whole world,” 
the injured 30-year-old said 
Wednesday at a military hos¬ 
pital in Siallcot. She sat crying

• “I have been seeing 
these clashes since 
my childhood,” said 
35-year-old Rehmat Bibi 
in Dhamala Hakimwala, 
where homes are now 
pockmarked by bullet 
holes and streets are 
largely deserted.

who narrowly escaped the 
blast. 

On the Indian side, farmer 
Gulshan Kumar spent Tuesday 
night huddled with his family 
while mortars from Pakistan 
fell on his village of Chilyari. 

“A shell landed in our 
neighbour’s home, killing a 
70-year-old woman and her 
32-year-old daughter-in-law,” 
Kumar told reporters. 

The fighting over the past 
four nights marks the worst 
violation of the 2003 cease¬ 
fire accord brokered between 
India and Pakistan after sev¬ 
eral years of almost-day border 
battles, officials on both sides 
say.

Call it the spin cycle: power¬ 
ful people and groups using 
Wikipedia for PR, entering 
the most flattering informa¬ 
tion and hiding controversies, 
despite the best efforts of the 
site’s army of editors. 

One part of the solution is a 
new tool called WikiWash, and 
it went live on Thursday even¬ 
ing. Metro News, The Working 
Group (TWG), the Center for In¬ 


vestigative Reporting (CIR) and 
Google launched WikiWash 
with a party at TWG’s head¬ 
quarters in Toronto. 

The idea was spawned by a 
group of journalists from Metro 
News at the TechRaking Toron¬ 
to conference hosted by CIR, 
The Canadian Press and Google 
Canada in March. 

The idea won the confer¬ 
ence’s competition in which 
participants were asked to 
invent technical solutions to 
data-joumalism problems. Part 
of the solution to the spin cycle, 
the winning team reasoned, is 
improving transparency. 

TWG, a web and mobile- 
app developer, created Wiki¬ 
Wash from Metro’s idea, and 
the result is a free tool avail¬ 
able at wikiwash.metronews. 
ca. Visit a Wikipedia page, 
and WikiWash shows you the 
page’s most recent edits, and a 


downloadable database shows 
who has made edits and when. 
Users can also see real-time 
edits. 

Chris Eben, managing part¬ 
ner at TWG, said WikiWash 
and tools like it are meaningful 
for journalism. 

“The future of news de¬ 
pends on organizations having 
the skills to develop new tools 
and technologies that support 
journalists in their pursuit of 
stories,” he said. 

Joaquin Alvarado, CIR’s 
CEO, agreed: “Journalism has 
more to gain from technologic¬ 
al innovation and deep com¬ 
munity engagement than any 
other sector in the media,” he 
said. “WikiWash captures the 
essence of designing around a 
need not yet being met, as well 
as the opportunity to engage 
the local community in improv¬ 
ing journalism.” 
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Off-duty cop fires 17 rounds 
and kills black St. Louis teen 



Truth in the middle? 

Police chief says 
'aggressive' teen shot 
first; friends and family 
say the man, 18 , was 
not armed, despite 
contrary evidence 


An off-duty cop fatally shot 
an 18-year-old man who 
opened fire during a chase 
in south St. Louis, sparking 
loud protests in the area, po¬ 
lice said Thursday. 

St. Louis Police Chief Col. 
Sam Dotson said the 32-year- 
old officer was patrolling the 
neighbourhood for a private 
security company late Wed¬ 
nesday when the shooting 
happened. 

The officer said three 
men in the street ran away 
when they spotted him, Dot- 
son told reporters at a news 
conference early Thursday. 
The way that one of the men 
ran — grabbing at his waist¬ 
band, slightly lopsided — 
indicated that he was cariy- 
ing a weapon, so the officer 
chased him, Dotson said. 

The man approached the 
officer in an aggressive way, 


an altercation ensued and 
the man fired at the officer, 
the police chief said. The of¬ 
ficer returned fire and killed 
him. 

Ballistic evidence re¬ 
covered from the scene 
indicates that the man fired 
three rounds at the officer 
before his weapon jammed, 
Dotson said, adding that the 
gun was also recovered. 

The officer fired 17 shots, 
Dotson said. He said he 
didn’t know how many of 
those shots hit the suspect 
or why the officer fired that 
many shots. The officer was 
not injured. 

“An investigation will de¬ 
cide if the officer’s behaviour 
was appropriate,” he said. 

People who described 
themselves as relatives of the 
dead man told the St. Louis 
Post Dispatch that he was 
not armed. 

Dotson described the of¬ 
ficer as a six-year veteran of 
the St. Louis Police Depart¬ 
ment, and said the man who 
was killed was 18 years old 
and black. 

Neither man was named. 

Hours after the shoot¬ 
ing, a crowd gathered at the 
scene near the Missouri Bo¬ 
tanical Garden. Some shout¬ 


ed “Hands up, don’t shoot” 
in reference to the fatal 
shooting in August of an un¬ 
armed black man, Michael 
Brown, by a white police 
officer in nearby Ferguson. 


That shooting led to weeks of 
sometimes violent unrest in 
the St. Louis suburb. Officer 
Darren Wilson has not been 
charged. 

Dotson said some in the 


crowd Wednesday night 
shouted obscenities at of¬ 
ficers and damaged police 
cars, but that the officers 
“showed great restraint.” 

He added: “Any police offi¬ 


cer use of force certainly will 
draw attention.” 

No demonstrators were 
arrested and by 1 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day the crowd had largely 
dispersed, the associated press 


After mix-up, same-sex marriage licences available in Vegas 



U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Anthony Kennedy mistakenly 
blocked the start of same-sex 
marriage in Nevada, confusing 
state officials and disappointing 
couples hoping to be wed. 

Court spokeswoman Kathy 
Arberg confirmed the mix-up 
Thursday, saying Kennedy’s or¬ 
der was an error he corrected 
with a second order hours later. 

By that time, Nevada of¬ 
ficials decided to hold off on 
issuing marriage licences to 
same-sex couples until the legal 
situation was settled. 


The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in San Francisco 
declared bans on same-sex 
marriage in Idaho and Nev¬ 
ada illegal on Tuesday, joining 
a rapidly growing number of 
states allowing gay marriages. 

Idaho quickly asked the Su¬ 
preme Court for a delay, while 
Nevada planned to allow same- 
sex weddings to proceed. 

The trouble arose because 
Idaho’s request to the court 
included a document from the 
appeals court that listed case 
numbers for both states. 


The Supreme Court re¬ 
ceived the request around 8:30 
a.m. on Wednesday and Ken¬ 
nedy issued his order about 80 
minutes later. 

Upon being questioned by 
reporters, Kennedy issued a 
new order lifting the hold in 
Nevada, but left Idaho’s in place 
until 5 p.m. Thursday, pending 
arguments from those for and 
against ending the delay pre¬ 
senting their positions on why 
same-sex marriage licences 
should or shouldn’t be avail¬ 
able in Idaho, the associated press

With five schools and 1,200 
students across Israel, edu¬ 
cational organization Hand 
in Hand has one ambition 
— to foster peaceful multi- 
culturalism in Israeli society, 
starting with kids in kinder¬ 
garten. 

“The goal of Hand in 
Hand is to create a viable 
model for shared living in 
Israeli society,” says Lee 
Gordon, executive director 
for the American Friends 
of Hand in Hand. He was in 
Toronto at the beginning of 
October to drum up funding 
for the organization. 

“Twenty per cent of Is¬ 
raeli citizens are also Pales¬ 
tinian Arabs,” says Gordon. 
“There’s a big divide be¬ 
tween Jews and Arabs inside 
of Israel. It’s a segregated 
society — partly because of 
the conflict, partly because 
of language, and partly be-

cause there is an Arab public 
school system and a Jewish 
public school system.” 

Gordon, whose back¬ 
ground is in social work and 
educational leadership, lived 
and worked in Israel for 
more than 20 years. He saw 
that the segregated way of 
life — specifically, the segre¬ 
gated school system — was a 
serious impediment to build¬ 
ing a trusting, collaborative 
society in Israel. That’s what 
inspired him to co-found 
Hand in Hand with an Arab 
colleague, Amin Khalaf, in 
1997. 

“We decided one way we 
could really make an impact 
would be to create a new 
model of schooling, in which 
Jewish and Arab children go 
to school together on a daily 
basis, year after year,” he 
says. “If you disagree and 


don’t have any common 
ground, it’s hard to solve 
conflict. If you disagree but 
have the common ground of 
attending school together, 
becoming friends, writing 
the same exams, you have a 
human bond.” That, he says, 
makes resolving conflict 
easier. 

The concept was sound, 
but actually making it hap¬ 
pen took months of research 
and planning. The first 
schools didn’t open until the 
fall of 1998. 

“We started with 50 chil¬ 
dren in two locations,” he 
says, “a kindergarten class in 
Jerusalem and a first-grade 
class in Northern Israel.” 

Each class is split down 
the middle: half of the stu¬ 
dents are Jewish Israeli, 
the other half, Arab Israeli. 
There are two teachers, and 


the instructional time is also 
split. Students learn half of 
their lessons in Hebrew and 
half in Arabic. Since 1998, 
the organization has grown 
significantly, with 1,200 
students now spread among 
five schools across Israel. 
The first class graduated 
from high school in 2011. 

At Hand in Hand schools, 
the learning opportunities 
aren’t restricted to students 
in classrooms. In an effort to 
encourage the atmosphere 
of collaboration, parents are 
encouraged to attend school 
programs and cultural cele¬ 
brations. 

It’s all part of the larger 
goal, says Gordon. 

“We want to be a social 
phenomenon in Israel,” he 
says. 

“You can have a diplomat¬ 
ic solution, but unless you 
have a grassroots, people- 
to-people partnership as 
the foundation, peace won’t 
stand. We’re part of that 
grassroots effort.”

They help give Coke its distinct¬ 
ive bite and Doritos its cheesy 
kick. But the artificial and nat¬ 
ural flavours used to rev up the 
taste of processed foods remain 
a mysteiy to most Americans. 

“Artificial and natural fla¬ 
vours” have become ubiquitous 
terms on food labels, helping 
create vivid tastes that would 
otherwise be lost in mass pro¬ 
duction. As the science behind 
them advances, however, some 
are calling for greater transpar¬ 
ency about their safety and in¬ 
gredients. 

Last month, five consumer 
and environmental groups sent 
a letter to the Food and Drug 
Administration in the U.S. ex¬ 
pressing their concern about 
the flavour industiy, which de¬ 
termines the safety of its own 
ingredients. The letter noted 
that safety is sometimes de¬ 
clared based on scientific data 
that isn’t publicly available. 

“If we’re eating the stuff, it 
shouldn’t be such a secret,” said 
Lisa Lefferts, senior scientist at 
Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, a nutrition advocacy 
group that was among those 
who sent the letter.

Coke 

Going flat? A new tax 

in Mexico has hit the 
top pop companies 


No wonder Coke and Pepsi 
are spending millions of dol¬ 
lars to fight proposed taxes on 
sugary drinks in California. 

PepsiCo reported a higher 
quarterly profit Thursday 
as global sales rose, but one 
weak spot was Mexico. The 
company said snacks sales 
volume declined by 3 per 
cent, hurt by a new tax on 
junk foods. 

Recent declines suffered 
by Pepsi and Coke in Mexico 
underscore why the bever¬ 
age industiy is fighting tax 
proposals on sugaiy drinks 
in San Francisco and nearby 
Berkeley, Calif. 

PepsiCo — which makes 
Frito-Lay chips, Gatorade and 
Tropicana — reported similar 
declines in its snacks business 
for the first half of the year, 
starting when the tax went 
into effect.

Most Canadians will be 
armed with their smart¬ 
phones while shopping this 
holiday season and likely 
won’t pull the trigger on 
purchases without launch¬ 
ing a few quick searches 
first, suggests new research 
released Thursday.

About 72 per cent of 
moms aged 25 to 54; 77 per 
cent of male consumers 
aged 25 to 54; and 79 per 
cent of young consumers 
aged 18 to 29 said they al¬ 
ready use a smartphone or 
tablet as a shopping tool in 
stores. 

The respondents said 
they most frequently pulled 
out their phone to compare 
prices, to search for cou¬ 
pons, or look up product 
reviews.

Legal war over 
climate change 
could heat up 


From lab to courtroom. 

Scientific findings might 
become ‘the basis for 
civil action’ against 
Canadian companies 


Advances in climate change 
science could be creating 
a huge legal liability for 
major Canadian energy 
companies, especially from 
foreign judgments being en¬ 
forced locally, a new study 
suggests. 

The study, released 
Thursday from the Can¬ 
adian Centre for Policy Al¬ 
ternatives and West Coast 
Environmental Law, joins a 
growing body of research 
considering how the law 
might be used to recoup 
the costs of climate change 
from companies that con¬ 
tribute to it. 

“That gives us some as¬ 
surance that we’re onto 
something,” said Michael 
Byers, co-author and pro¬ 
fessor of international law 
at the University of British 
Columbia. 

“It’s one of many reports 
in many different countries 
which collectively indicate 
that this is an issue that 
should be of concern.” 

Although linking in¬ 
dividual weather events 
directly to climate change 
remains dicey, researchers 
are increasingly able to es¬ 
timate the costs that rising 
greenhouse gases impose. 

One international think- 
tank put the 2010 global 
cost at $591 billion.

Scientists are also honing 
in on the sources of green¬ 
house gases. Published re¬ 
search has narrowed down 
the source of two-thirds of 
all carbon emissions from 
1854-2010 to 90 private and

— Encana, Suncor, Can¬ 
adian Natural Resources 
Ltd., Talisman and Husky. 

“It’s very clear scientific¬ 
ally there is a cause of cli¬ 
mate change and there is 
damage,” said Byers.

The Judge is a guilty pleasure

Returning to 
his hometown of Carlin- 
viLie, Ind., for the funeral, 
Hank must confront the 
life he left behind — ex¬ 
girlfriend Samantha (Vera 
Farmiga), brothers Glen 
(Vincent D’Onofrio) and 
Dale (Jeremy Strong) and 
his cold-fish father. The 
quick in-and-out trip is 
extended, however, when 
the judge is accused of 
murder and Hank becomes 
his lawyer.

Old-fashioned drama. 
Robert Downey

Richard: Mark, The Judge feels 
like Oscar bait. It’s a long movie 
with a wide stoiy arc that gives 
its leads ample opportunity to 
strut their stuff. Downey hands 
in a solid, if somewhat famil¬ 
iar, performance while Duvall 
plays elder statesman, resur¬ 
recting the alpha male feel of 
The Great Santini. Both are 
used to good effect and the sup¬ 
porting cast keeps things hum¬ 


ming along despite a stoiy that 
pushes credulity to the limit. 
What’s your verdict? Were you 
won over by the performances 
despite plot holes so big not 
even Iron Man could fill them? 

Mark: Richard, The Judge is 
a sprawling, square, old-fash¬ 
ioned movie and I loved it in 
spite of itself. It’s a pleasure to 
watch Downey act without a 
fifth of a billion bucks in CGI 
helping him out. The movie 
reminds us why we fell in 
love with him so long ago. His 
perfect wiseass line readings 
and adolescent smirk hide 
the softie underneath, and it’s 
great to watch the transition 
slowly unfold. As for Duvall, 
how can you go wrong? He’s 
not just an actor now, he’s 


eveiyone’s granddad. The 
acting in the movie is pretty 
flawless, and I’m including 
Vincent D’Onofrio and Vera 
Farmiga here as well. 

RC: The acting is veiy good. 
It’s the story, or should I 
say stories, that bogged me 
down. It’s the hardest work¬ 
ing movie in show business. 
It’s a film that wants to check 
all the boxes. It’s a family 
drama! No! It’s a romance! 
Nope! It’s a courtroom 
thriller! It’s all those things, 
and, for me, less because it 
spreads the focus too thin by 
tiying just a little too hard. 
Downey and Co. float above it 
all, however, touching down 
now and again to introduce a 
new plot twist and deliver the 


occasional touching moment. 

MB: You’re right; it’s all those 
things. And one more: It’s a 
John Mellencamp song. You 
see, he was born in a small 
town ... Richard, let’s not 
forget the cliche of the big 
city slicker who finds out his 
roots are where his heart be¬ 
longs. In spite of that, in spite 
of eveiything you so correctly 
enumerate, I still loved the 
movie. And although I had 
a pretty good idea how the 
thriller part was going to turn 
out, I was engaged to see how 
it would get there. 

RC: Most of the silly stuff that 
bothered me comes in the form 
of clues Hank pieces together 
while forming the judge’s de¬ 


fence and the trial itself. There 
will be no spoilers here, but 
suffice it to say the whole thing 
hinges on a bit of information 
so implausible that it gives new 
meaning to the term suspen¬ 
sion of disbelief. Trouble is, 
it didn’t have to be that way. 
There were any number of ways 
to establish the point in ques¬ 
tion (OK, here’s a mild spoiler 
alert: It involves chemotherapy 
and a cottage) without trying so 
hard, but that’s not the ldnd of 
film this is. 

MB: But it is the kind of movie 
where the prosecuting attorney 
(Billy Bob Thornton) is given a 
Snidely Whiplash moustache 
just to make sure we all know 
he’s the bad guy. Doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. Still loved the movie.

Jeremy Renner didn’t know 
why Kill the Messenger had to 
be a movie until he was half¬ 
way through it. It tells of Gary 
Webb, a journalist at the tiny 
San Jose Mercuiy News who 
broke a stoiy alleging a link be¬ 
tween the CIA and the sudden 
appearance of crack cocaine 
in parts of Los Angeles. What 
finally got Renner on board 
was the aftermath, when Webb 
was hounded for his piece to 
the point where his career was 
destroyed. In 2004 Webb was 
found dead of an apparent sui¬ 
cide. “It was a movie I wanted 
to do,” Renner recalls. “Then it 
was a movie I had to do.” 

Still, he found his take on 
the film evolving as produc¬ 
tion of the film, his first as a 
producer, went on. “Before it 
was about Gaiy Webb and his 
plight. I love the David and 
Goliath story, the eveiyman in 
extraordinaiy circumstances,” 
he says. “Ultimately it became a 
commentaiy on where we are 
today. I wouldn’t have known 
two years ago when we were 
doing this that whistle-blowing 
would be such a popular topic 
right now.” 


But it was more than that. 
It also touched on newspapers. 
“Good journalism is not popu¬ 
lar. People don’t care about 
good writing and good inves¬ 
tigative reporting. They care 
about nude celebrity leaked 
photos. And that’s sad,” he says. 
“You can’t blame the media, 
even though I do. They do ex¬ 
acerbate the fire that’s already 
started. But it’s people who 
want to see this stuff.” 

Playing a journalist meant 
he had to learn about it. “That 
was a new thing for me to 
think about, being on that side 
of it, rather than having hatred 
towards it,” he says. Indeed, 
Renner has been hounded by a 
number of rumours about his 
personal life, which he tireless¬ 
ly insists are erroneous. He con¬ 


sulted with Kill the Messenger 
screenwriter Peter Landesman 
and his The Hurt Locker author 
Mark Boal, both former inves¬ 
tigative reporters. But he was 
also concerned with how jour¬ 
nalism would look onscreen. 

“No one wants to see Gaiy 
Webb researching. That’s just 
not fun,” Renner explains. “So 
we had him talk about his re¬ 
search with his editor.” 

Acting can be a form of jour¬ 
nalism, especially if you’re play¬ 
ing a real person. He says he 
didn’t meet with Webb’s family 
until he had done his own re¬ 
search into Webb as a person. 

“He was tenacious and self- 
righteous and stubborn. Those 
are attributes but they’re also 
flaws,” he says. “That’s what 
I love about Gaiy Webb: He’s 


unapologetically flawed, and 
that’s what makes him heroic. 
He accepted all those things 
about himself.” 

Without that drive, Renner 
says, Webb might never have 
pushed to get these allegations 
out in the open. Kill the Mes¬ 
senger exists chiefly because 
Renner’s name is familiar to 
the globe’s moviegoers; in fact, 
he read the script while shoot¬ 
ing Marvel’s The Avengers. 

Renner has that series, plus 
Mission: Impossible and the 
Bourne series (though Matt 
Damon has since reclaimed his 
role in the franchise). 

“Doing Avengers movies 
lets me do Kill the Messenger,” 
he explains. “We do those, then 
we get to make this movie that 
no one seemingly wants to 
make, because it’s not easy. No 
one’s throwing money at Kill 
the Messenger.” 

It’s easy to forget — in part 
because the movie was forgot¬ 
ten almost as soon as it was 
released — but Renner got his 
start in no less than 1995’s Na¬ 
tional Lampoon’s Senior Trip, 
in which he played one of the 
misbehaving, slacker teens. 

“That was my first job ever 
as an actor on film,” he says. “I 
don’t like to bash something 
that meant so much to me at 
the time. It’s a crap movie, but 
it was a huge thing for me. It 
gave me a lot of confidence.” 

It also introduced him to 
costar Tommy Chong. Asked 
what he’s like, he says, “Pretty 
much what you’d think. I re¬ 
member some guitar streaming 
from his trailer, as well as some 
smoke.” It wasn’t, he recalls, 
herbal. 


Kingpin. Michael K. 
Williams talks about 
researching drug lord role 


Michael K. Williams made 
his name with The Wire’s 
Omar Little, the charismatic 
gangster who made drug 
lords’ lives hell. Since then, 
he’s made sure to keep doing 
films that touch on import¬ 
ant subjects, taking roles in 
films as diverse as 12 Years 
a Slave and The Purge: An¬ 
archy, in which he played a 
rebel leader seeking to help 
the targeted downtrodden. 
He does the same in the docu- 
drama Kill the Messenger, 
playing real-life drug kingpin 
Ricky Ross, who in the 1990s 
was instrumental in helping 
journalist Gary Webb (Jer¬ 
emy Renner) shed light on 
alleged CIA involvement in 
shipping crack cocaine into 
low-income African American 
neighbourhoods. 

Had you ever heard this 
story before you got the 
script? 

Never. I was really outraged 
at the fact that I was that 
dumb. My neighbourhood 
was going through its own 
scandal. My neighbourhood 
was being bombarded with 
crack cocaine at the same 
time. I didn’t have time to 
woriy about what was going 
on in L.A. And let’s face it: 

We don’t grow cocoa leaves 
in South Central L.A. or East 
Flatbush, Brooklyn. It’s com¬ 
ing from somewhere. 

How did you prepare? 

I got in contact with Rick. I 
consider him a friend today. 
He gave me a ton of home¬ 
work to do. It becomes ap¬ 
parent in the film he’s more 
of a pawn in the situation. 

He was a fall guy — allegedly. 

He comes across as not just 
another evil drug lord but 
as sympathetic.

That was veiy important 
that came across (that way). 
(Director Michael Cuesta) 
supported me in wanting 
to make sure his voice was 
heard accurately. (Ross) 
didn’t wake up one day and 
say, “I’m going to become 
the best drug dealer in the 
world.” He fell into it due to 
a lack of opportunities. I’m 
not condoning his choices. 
But his options were next to 
none. This is a man who was 
allowed to float through the 
school system uneducated. 
He aspired to be a tennis 
player. Where were the edu¬ 
cators nurturing this man? 
Obviously he’s not stupid. 

To reach that level of infamy 
in the drug world, you have 
to be good at numbers. You 
have to be good at math to 
handle that level of flow. No 
one saw that potential in 
him? Sad.

For a certain subset of the 
population, the phrase “as 
you wish” has some pretty 
magical connotations.

eveiyone involved in making 
the movie, from screenwriter 
William Goldman to direc¬ 
tor Rob Reiner to Buttercup 
herself (and current House of 
Cards star), Robin Wright. 

“I can’t take complete 
credit for this book,” admits 
Elwes. “I did get the rest of 
the cast to share their experi¬ 
ences.” 

The book is full of odd lit¬ 
tle stories about the making 
of the movie, like the time 
Elwes broke his toe trying to 


drive Andre the Giant’s four- 
wheeler, and then, concerned 
he’d make director Rob Rein¬ 
er so angiy he’d be recast, 
continued tiying to film. 

The injuiy was something 
of a serious concern. He and 
Mandy Patinkin spent months 
learning how to fence, be¬ 
cause Goldman had helpfully 
included in the script direc¬ 
tions that the Westley/Inigo 
Montoya battle should be the 
“greatest swordfight in mod¬ 
ern times.” 


Whether it was or not is, 
of course, up to the viewer, 
but Patinkin’s interview 
about filming the big scene 
reminded Elwes of something 
he’d forgotten. 

“Mandy reminded me that 
we had to change some of 
the fight sequence at the last 
second because it didn’t work 
for the camera angle that Rob 
had chosen,” says Elwes. 

Reiner gave them some¬ 
thing like 20 minutes to fix 
it (the battle they’d rehearsed 
for three months) and “we 
went and re-choreographed 
a whole section on the stairs, 
and got it and did it right in 
the first take, which I’d for¬ 
gotten about,” says Elwes. 

The love the whole cast and 
crew had for the process is evi¬ 
dent throughout the book.

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Wood will do your hearth good 



Out of the woods. 
Whether it’s shelving, a 
table, a mantle or a door, 
wooden pieces bring 
natural beauty indoors 


Reclaimed and recycled wood 
are being given a new use in 
homes as interior designers in¬ 
clude it in furniture and visual 
elements. 

Madilynn Chieduch of 
Amanda Hamilton Design Stu¬ 
dio says she is increasingly in¬ 
corporating used or worn wood 
because of its various colours 
and textures. 

Add texture 

“We’ve been creating a visual 
element by installing chevron 
pattern on the walls using re¬ 
claimed wood,” says Chieduch, 
junior interior designer and 
retail development lead with 
the Calgaiy company. “It’s also 
a popular material for shelving, 
including floating shelves in 
the kitchen.” 

Instead of choosing to 
create clean lines by trim¬ 


ming knots or bark off the 
wood, Chieduch says home- 
owners often include a piece 
in a more raw form, such as a 
stump for additional seating 
or a coffee table. 

Chieduch notes that fewer 
homeowners are choosing 
butcher block countertops in 
their kitchens because of the 
predominance of wood cabin¬ 
etry and the potential for wear 
and tear. 

Even though wood can 
change and crack over time, 
both Chieduch and Kim Stob- 
bart, a Malahat, B.C., furniture 
designer, say that can enhance 
the beauty and bring out new 
qualities in the piece. 

Wood wears well 

As a natural product, wood 
needs to be treated differently 
than a synthetic material. 
Chieduch recommends seal¬ 
ing pieces like coffee or dining 
tables to prevent damage. 

Stobbart seals her pieces 
with a waterproof finish so 
they can be used indoors and 
outdoors. 

“Once the pieces are 
sealed, they are good to go,” 
says Stobbart. “Even wine 


can’t hurt it. The furniture 
should be enjoyed and lived 
with. It just makes them 
that much better to have a 
worn piece. If it gets a ding, 
it makes it that much more 
beautiful and special. 

“Allowing the wood to be 


worn, weathered and loved ere 
ates the feeling that your home 
is lived in, and that’s what I 
love.” 

Timeless element 

In addition to the warmth it 
can bring, Stobbart says be¬ 


cause of wood’s diversity both 
in uses and type, like cedar, oak 
and pine, it is a timeless inclu¬ 
sion in interior design. 

“Wood is something that 
will never go out of style,” she 
says. “Everyone just loves it. A 
beautiful wood piece is some¬ 


thing they can have forever. 
They become heirlooms, but 
now instead of oak, it is cedar 
used in a more modern way.” 

Bring the outdoors 
into your home 

Designers like Stobbart maxi¬ 
mize the natural qualities of a 
piece of wood by using simple 
design. Many of her pieces have 
uncomplicated shapes which 
highlight the grain and colour 
of the wood. 

“It is such a beautiful thing,” 
says Stobbart. “It’s a way to 
bring nature and the wild into 
your house.” 

In addition to creating 
wood furniture that serves as 
functional art for her clients, 
Stobbart includes her work in 
her own home, including a fire¬ 
place hearth and dining table. 

“When I built this house I 
knew I wanted to use wood as 
much as I could because the 
house is in the forest near the 
ocean,” she says. 

“I’ve always been attracted 
to wood, and I’ve always been 
an outdoors person spending 
a lot of time in the forest. It is 
nice to bring it into my home.”

Retired no more. Star 
QB returns to rescue 
Roughriders’ ailing 
offence at age 41 


The Saskatchewan Roughriders 
have reached into the past 
to answer their questions at 
quarterback by coaxing Keny 
Joseph out of retirement. 

But at 41 years old, it re¬ 
mains to be seen whether the 
CFL’s Most Outstanding Player 
in 2007 has anything left to 
help the team’s struggling of¬ 
fence. 

Joseph ended his brief re¬ 
tirement and signed with the 
Riders on Thursday and im¬ 
mediately joined the team at 
practice. 

“It’s a good feeling,” he said 
following his first workout 
with the Riders. “It’s has been 
a while. For years I have been 
on the other side, so to get back 
into that locker-room just gives 
you that burst of energy to 
know that there’s some great 
things going on here.” 

Joseph received the phone 
call on Oct. 4, his birthday, 


from Riders head coach Corey 
Chamblin. 

He didn’t jump at the oppor¬ 
tunity right away. 

“It wasn’t an easy decision,” 
Joseph said, adding that he 
wrestled with it for a couple of 
days before he chose to rejoin 
his former team. 

“It just felt right. I think if 
it wasn’t here I wouldn’t have 
done it, to be honest with you. 
I think coming back here in the 
green and white and knowing 
what they have established 
and the opportunities that 
lay ahead, that’s why (I came 
back).” 

Joseph joins a crowd at 
quarterback that includes Tino 
Sunseri, Seth Doege and Keith 
Price. Sunseri has started in 
place of the injured Darian Dur¬ 
ant in three of the Riders’ past 
four games, with Doege start¬ 
ing the most recent contest. 

The Riders have won just 
once during that span and take 
their 9-5 record to Montreal for 


a showdown on Monday with 
the Alouettes (5-8). 

Joseph is expected to dress 
for that game but it’s unlikely 
he’ll see any snaps under cen¬ 
tre. 

“They have some good guys 
in place and I’m just getting 
familiar with Coach (George) 
Cortez (offensive co-ordinator) 
and the way he does things 
on offence,” Joseph said. “I’m 
pretty familiar with the offence 
and I don’t want to look too far 
and just take things one day 
at a time. I want to get better 
and get back into the groove of 
things.” 

Joseph was keeping himself 
busy since his last game action 
last November with the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos. Joseph was 
working out quarterbacks and 
receivers at die high school 
and college level in Louisiana.

Speed versus Power. 

The surprising Kansas 
City Royals and unflappable 
Baltimore Orioles are ex¬ 
tremely similar with one 
significant exception: The 
fashion in which they score 
runs. The team that best util¬ 
izes its standard method of 
offence will likely win the 
best-of-seven AL Champion¬ 
ship Series, which begins Fri¬ 
day night. 

Get ready for small ball 
versus long ball. The Roy¬ 
als love to take an extra 
base, whether it’s turning a 
single into a double or steal¬ 
ing their way into scoring 
position. Kansas City led 
the majors with 153 stolen 
bases during the regular sea¬ 
son then, with blazing-fast 
rookie Terrance Gore, added 
seven in a wild-card win over 
Oakland and five more in a 
three-game wipeout of the 


top-seeded Los Angeles An¬ 
gels. 

“Speed. That’s what we 
do,” designated hitter Billy 
Butler said. “Obviously you 
have to be smart about it, but 
we’re a very aggressive team. 
When our speed guys get on 
they like to go. That’s what 
got us to this point — that, 
and pitching and defence.” 

The Orioles, like the Roy¬ 
als, feature a solid starting 
rotation, an effective bull¬ 
pen and strong defence. But 
Baltimore prefers to take a 
more leisurely trip around 
the bases. 

Although Baltimore fin¬ 
ished dead last in the majors 
with 44 stolen bases, it led 
the majors with 211 home 
runs. Nelson Cruz had 40 of 
them, only 55 fewer than the 
Royals hit while finishing 
last in the big leagues as the 
only team that didn’t hit 100. 

And so, the lines are 
drawn. Whichever pitching 
staff can stifle the oppos¬ 
ition’s preferred method of 
offence will likely be work¬ 
ing in the World Series.

Sherman oddly quiet 

on turnover front 



NFL. Wary offences 
are keeping the ball 
away from Seahawks’ 
championship calibre 
secondary 


By this point a season ago, Ri¬ 
chard Sherman already had 
danced with a cheerleader on 
the sidelines after one pick 
against San Francisco and raced 
into the end zone minus a shoe 
with the second interception 
return for a touchdown of his 
career in Houston. 

This season, Sherman is be¬ 
ing shut out in the turnover 
categoiy, just like most of his 
teammates. 

“You get anxious for them 
and then you let your defence 
down, you start gambling, you 
start doing things like that. You 
know, it’ll come within the 
scheme,” Sherman said. “Ob¬ 
viously, if we win in ball games, 
interception totals and things 
like that don’t matter because 
you’re winning. If the oppor¬ 
tunity presents itself, we’ll cap¬ 
italize.” 

For a team that made a liv¬ 
ing a season ago on creating 
turnovers, the lack of intercep¬ 
tions and fumble thus far is no¬ 
ticeable. Through four games 
last season, the Seahawks had 
collected seven interceptions 
and six fumbles. 

This season, Seattle has just 
one fumble recovery and two 
interceptions. Sherman and All-

Pro safety Earl Thomas are still 
looking for their first picks. 

“We’re hoping that we’ll 
keep with it and keep attacking 
the football,” Seattle coach Pete 
Carroll said. “We kind of got 
this feeling that they come in 
bunches so if we can get this 
thing going, it can really make 
a big difference cause we’re 
really playing without the turn¬ 
over factor in our favour.” 

There are a number of rea¬ 
sons why Seattle’s turnover 
numbers are down so drastic¬ 
ally from a season ago. Some 
of it is simply luck. Seattle has 
forced six fumbles thus far, but 
recovered only one. San Diego 
put the ball on the ground 
three times and the Seahawks 


were unable to recover any of 
them. 

There are tipped passes that 
have fallen to the turf instead 
of into the hands of Seattle’s 
defenders. 

And some of it is oppon¬ 
ents showing more respect 
for Seattle’s secondaiy than a 
year ago. QBs are taking fewer 
risks downfield, instead choos¬ 
ing to throw underneath to 
give their receivers a chance 
to catch-and-run rather than 
trying to squeeze a pass down- 
field between defenders. Of the 
155 pass attempts through four 
games against Seattle, only 13 
have been thrown more than 
20 yards. 

Seattle’s only two inter¬ 


ceptions are from safety Kam 
Chancellor and comerbaclc 
Byron Maxwell. 

“Last year, seems like they 
were just throwing it; deep ball 
after deep ball, fade ball after 
fade ball,” Thomas said. 

And this year? 

“We’ve been getting the 
ball out, it’s just one of those 
things where you have to keep 
going,” Thomas added. “It’s a 
daily process, it’s a lot of coach- 
able moments, but we always 
talk about it and it’s always 
on our mind. We can’t control 
that we’re not getting the ball 
and we’re still winning games. 
That’s the most important 
thing.”
